MEETING OF CITIZENS. 


St. Louia litislnoss Men "Want to Take a 


Hand— Vordict Agnlnut tho DoimtloH 
ST. houis. April 1-1.— A citizens' and busl- 


nens men's meeting was hold in tho rotunda 
of tho court house Tuesday ni^ht for tho 
purpose ot expressing tho seatiment of tho 
public upon tho situation as now existing 
because or tbo strike, and to suggest a 
means of reaching a solution and sottlo 
meiit of tuo diiroroncQS. A series of reso- 
lutions was olfercd by Mr. Chauncey I. 
Killoy, utid adopted, aftor an exhaustive 
discussion and review of tho questions at 
IsiUO, expression of a belief that a spirit of 
conciliatory and mutual forbearance should 
now take tho place of tho antagonism and 
intolerance heretofore shown. 
Tho resolu- 


tions provide that a committee o[ nino 
persons, citheiis of St. Louia, throe from 
tho resident directors of the railways 
in 
Interest, threo 
from 
tho resident 


labor interests— present or rocont employes 
— to bo elected by tho men in interest, and 
throo discreet Dion belonging to the recog- 
nized mercantile, inanufncturinp; and pro- 
foutloual olomonts of the city, in no wiso 
counoctod with or interested with either tho 
railway or tho labor Interest.-;, who shall bo 
authorized by thoir respective interests to 
most, confer and arrange with binding ef- 
foct tho oxlstinp trouble. 


After tho adoption of tho resolution. Pro- 


fessor E, M. Woodward <md Messrs, James 
Bannerman and ^. 0. ^'olhOn woro nomin- 
ated and olectftd us tho committeo of citi- 
z«O8, and wore iustructod to call upon tho 
two interests in conflict and obtain from 
thorn on appointment of a similar commit- 
too of throo, thcso to compose tho conunit- 
too of nino for tho settlement 
Tho attend- 


ance at tho mooting was limited only by tho 
vast rotunda of tho court house, and tho 
business olomont of tho city wa-, present in 
considerable force. 


Coronor "Woods rosumod 
the 
inquest 


Tuesday morning on tho victims of Fri- 
day's shooting. A number of witnesses 
wero examined, thoir 
testimony being 


mainly a repetition of that givon -Monday. 
Tho inquest was concluded Tuesday overl- 
ing, and a verdict returned to tho oil'ect 
that the deceased persons met thoir death at 
the hands of tho daputy sheriffs now in 
jail at St. Louis, and holding them responsi- 
ble thorofor. 


Tuesday morning Coroner Xidelot began 


tho inquest oil C. H. Thompson, tho man 
killed on tho bridge on FricJny by the dop- 
uty sheriffs while thoy wero retreating to 
KL Louis. Tho nino deputies wore takon 
out of jail and sworn over tho body at tho 
morguo, ovlncing no emotion at th& sight of 
tho doad body. 
O. T. Hewlett, special do- 


toctive of tho Louisvillo & Xn-hvillo rail- 
rood,; who hail chargo 
of 
tho deputy 


shorilfs, was tho tlrst witness. "Witness 
could not positively identify tho body, but 
thought it woa the sarno man bo had seen 
ilro two shots from a revolver nt tho depu- 
ties while Mayor Joyce was tnsselling with 
Laird. Docoasod fired from behind a lamp- 
post; saw a pistol smoking in his hand, and 
afterward saw him lire twice. 


Mrs. Maggio Thompson, wife of tho de- 


ceased, never know her husband to carry a 
revolver. 


William Luster and John Hoguc, two 


deputv Hhorid's, corroborated Hewlett's testi- 
mony, as also did Charles Ktnslor, "the cow- 
boy," who also said Mayor Joyce first drew 
tho revolver and afterward gave it to 
Thompson, 


Mayor Joyce of East St. Louis tesuflod 


that he uttraiptod to arrest "the assassins" at 
the bridge, and was beaten black an.l blue 
on tho arms with the butts of their guns 
while tussling with thorn. 
Ho novor car- 


ried u rovolvi-r in his life. 
ISegarding tho 


statement of ono of the "assassins" that ho 
was drunk at tho time ho said he sometimes 
took a drink and somotimrs did not touch 
liquor for u year or two. On Friday h» 
had uot drunk n drop, nor was he drinking 
at all «t the time. 


Police Ollleer John Dowd gave testimony 


similar to that of Mayor Joyce. 


Several other witnesses were e.\;unim-d 


and the inquest closed with it vi/rdict to ibe 
effect that the shooting was unjustiliabh-, 
and holding tbo deputy shorilfs responsible, 


Tho railroads centering in Kast SL Louis 


made vary little progress Tuesday in re- 
suming tralllc. Tho Chicago, P.urlington & 
Quincy, however, is an exception, that road 
having till iu old 1:1011 ut work a^ain. Tbo 
otherroads llud it tliftlcult to secure now 
men and the old old ones will not roturn to 
work. The striker* remain passive and are 
anmiod at tho oll'oru ot tho railroads to 
secure now mea. 


The military are still on the ground, but 


bow long they will remain U H matter of 
uncertainty. The oillcory in charge keep 
Oovornor Oglosby po>tod by telegraph of 
tho situation of atl'airs. Co'.. Winith who 
commands tho lovoo forces, said that both 
tbo new men who would bo willing lo go to 
vork and such of tho strikers who might 
desert to go back are afraid to do so; not 
that protection is iasuillcient, but because 
they fear a withdrawal of tbo militia in a 
fow dayt, in which Cttso they would hav* 


cause to rogrot thoir return to work. Ho 
thought tbo troops should 1)0 increased and 
kept on tho ground, or returned now.
